Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  Health  of 
the  Borough  for  1949. 

This  year  my  report  is  naturally  curtailed  owing  to  tlie 
fact  that  I  can  no  longer  report  on  the  Maternity  and  Child 
WTlfare  Sections  which  were  transferred  by  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  to  the  County  Council.  However,  there  is  a 
considerable  volume  of  work  of  an  environmental  and  preventive 
nature  to  be  reported  on,  which  naturally  falls  within  the  sphere 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  which,  in  my  view,  is  as 
important  as  some  of  the  welfare  services  which  in  many  instances 
are  merely  palliative  and  cannot  affect  in  any  lasting  way  the 
well-being  of  the  community. 

The  year  under  review  has  seen  many  changes  in  the 
administrative  control  of  the  health  services  in  the  Town,  but  no 
fundamental  change  in  the  services  themselves. 

« 

There  has  been  much  transferring  of  staff  of  the  Borough 
to  County  control  and  many  changes  in  the  detailed  work,  but  all 
the  staff  in  this  area  have  accepted  the  new  order  of  things  with 
the  greatest  of  co-operation. 

During  the  year  Mr.  W.  Burton,  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  retired  after  45  years  of  valuable  service.  I  would 
like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  his  work  and  good  qualities 
and  wish  him  every  happiness. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  help 
given  to  the  Department  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  and  Housing  Committees  without  whose  support  and 
sympathy  this  transitional  period  in  the  Health  Service  would 
have  been  difficult. 
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I  would  also  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  who  have  worked  so  hard  and  with  such 
enthusiasm  throughout  the  year.

Housing. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  Borough  is  14,257,. 
this  figure  being  totally  inadequate  for  the  wants  of  Sutton 
Coldfield  which,  if  houses  could  be  built  freely  would  extend 
rapidly. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  so  many  young  newly  married  people 
must  live  meantim.e  with  parents  and  relatives  causing  in  many 
instances  a  varying  degree  of  overcrov/ding  with  its  complications 
and  frictions,  but  at  the  present  rate  of  building  this  must  continue 
for  some  time. 

The  construction  of  houses  at  Falcon  Lodge  Estate  is 
progressing  and  by  the  end  of  1949  there  were  80  new  houses 
occupied  there.  During  the  year  155  new  houses  were  allotted 
and  occuoied  in  the  Borough.

Water  Supply . 

The  pipe  water  supply  of  the  Borough  has  been  of  a  high 
quality  during  the  year.  So  far  it  has  not  been  possible  to  com¬ 
plete  the  pipe  water  supply  in  the  Bulls  Lane  section  of  the 
\\ushaw  area  as  thought  possible  last  3mar,  and  until  this  scheme 
is  complete  there  will  be  unsatisfactory  wells  in  that  area. 

ATrious  steps  have  been  taken  such  as  cleaning  out  and 
repairing  wells  to  tr}^  and  improve  the  position  there  but  these 
steps  are  only  of  temporary"  value. 

With  regard  to  the  houses  which  are  supplied  by  stand¬ 
pipes,  there  are  28  houses  supplied  in  this  manner  in  the 
Borough. 

It  is  not  possible  at  the  present  juncture  to  give  an 
accurate  figure  for  water  supplied  by  pipe  supply  in  out¬ 
houses  used  by  two  or  more  families,  but  a  review  of  the 
situation  is  in  hand  which  will  yield  the  required  figures  in  due 
course.  This  revievc  is  being  taken  with  a  view  to  improving  the 
water  supply  to  certain  of  the  older  houses  which  as  yet  it  is  not 
possible  to  demolish. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  have  been  very  few  complaints  in  the  year  under 
review  of  the  dumping  of  rubbish  in  the  streams  and  the 
pollution  of  these  by  other  materials,  and  I  hope  this  improvement 
will  continue. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

Considerable  care  and  attention  has  been  paid  to  the 
■condition  of  the  water  and  ammenities  at  Keepers  Pool  and 
swimming  baths. 

During  the  year  improvements  were  again  put  in  hand  and 
new  filters  have  been  fitted.  This  in  conjunction  with  the 
break  point  chlorination  plant  installed  earlier  has  enabled  a  high 
standard  of  cleanliness  and  bacteriological  purity  to  be  maintained 
in  the  baths. 

A  system  of  limiting  the  number  of  bathers  and  hours  of 
bathing  has  been  introduced  and  prevented  the  overloading  of 
the  filters  on  the  chlorination  plant. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  taken  during  the 
■course  of  the  year  showed  that  the  water  was  entireh^  suitable  for 
use  in  swimming  baths. 


Cesspools. 

120  cesspools  are  still  in  use  in  the  Borough  but  have 
given  little  cause  for  complaint  in  view  of  frequent  visits  by 
gulley  emptier. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  use  of  cesspools  be  elimdnated  as 
soon  as  possible  but  in  view  of  the  present  difiiculties  of  labour 
and  material  it  is  unlikely  a  large  reduction  can  be  carried  out 
in  the  near  future. 

Refuse. 

A  new  refuse  disposal  plant  was  put  into  operation  on 
2nd  November  and  in  this  a  great  forward  step  was  taken  in  the 
elimination  of  tips  and  the  nuisance  arising  therefrom. 

The  original  destructor  was  built  in  1915  and  had  a 
capacity  of  45  tons  per  24  hours,  whereas  the  new  refuse  disposal 
plant  has  a  capacity  of  48  tons  per  8  hours. 

The  old  system  had  no  mechanical  handling  and  the 
conditions  under  which  the  men  worked  were  not  good. 

The  new  plant  built  by  Heenan  and  Froude  consists  of 
reception  hopper,  magnetic  separator,  screening  plant,  picking 
belt  and  incinerator  ;  a  baling  press  is  also  available. 

There  is  no  longer  any  need  to  use  the  tips  at  Chester  Road, 
Hill  Hook  and  Lindridge  Road  and  their  death  knell  is  a  welcome 
sound  to  many. 
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The  general  collection  of  refuse  is  a  difficult  matter  now¬ 
adays  owing  to  labour  shortage,  but  a  collection  rate  of  10-14 
days  was  maintained  on  average.  In  my  view  this  rate  is  too 
long  from  a  public  health  point  of  view  and  I  feel  that  other 
systems  should  be  examined  and  reviewed  with  every  care  to  see 
if  by  adaptation  from  them  it  would  be  possible  to  increase  the 
rate  of  collection. 


Atmospheric  Pollution. 

The  question  of  atmospheric  pollution  only  concerns  the 
Minworth  area  of  the  Town. 

The  incidence  of  pollution  there  varies  but  a  degree  exists 
and  the  Health  Committee  decided  to  obtain  the  necessary  gauges 
and  instruments  to  enquire  further  into  the  extent  of  the 
pollution. 

Many  visits  to  factories  and  houses  in  the  area  concerned 
have  been  made  by  inspectors  and  these  visits  have  been  followed 
by  some  improvement. 


School  Milk. 

Once  again  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  all  schools  in  the 
Borough  are  supplied  with  pasteurised  or  heat  treated  milk. 


Food  Hygiene. 

During  the  last  year  or  two  the  question  of  food  hygiene 
has  loomed  prominently  before  our  eyes  in  national  and  public 
papers,  and  the  general  public  have  become  acutely  av/are  of  it. 
This  in  itself  has  caused  more  attention  to  be  paid  to  it  by 
progressive  food  traders  and  caterers  generally. 

In  this  town  the  food  hygiene  position  has  been  reviewed 
and  the  system  of  food  premises  inspection  reorganised.  It  has 
been  found  that  the  food  traders  here  are  only  too  keen  to  co¬ 
operate  with  the  Public  Health  Department  in  raising  the  standard 
of  cleanliness  in  premises  and  food  handling,  but  a  major  difficulty 
is  the  cost  of  equipment  and  material,  not  to  mention  labour. 
If  such  equipment  were  less  costly  vast  and  immediate  improve¬ 
ment  would  be  the  order  of  the  day. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Committee  considered  the 
question  of  forming  Food  Guilds  or  a  Food  Hygiene  Association 
as  has  been  formed  in  other  towns,  but  it  was  thought  that  in 
view  of  the  existing  keenness  and  co-operation  of  local  traders  it 
would  suffice  if  the  suggested  new  food  bye-laws  were  adopted. 


Pools. 


In  last  3"ear’s  report  I  mentioned  the  silting  up  and  over¬ 
growth  of  vegetation  in  Wyndley  pool.  Since  then,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  unless  the  urgent  need  could  overcome  financial 
stringency  nothing  could  be  done,  the  silting  up  and  growth  of 
vegetation  has  increased  apace.  This  now  applies  to  other  pools 
such  as  Powells  and  Bracebridge. 

It  is  hoped  that  some  wa}"  will  be  found  to  clear  these 
pools  and  thereby  retain  such  excellent  features  of  the  park  and 
at  the  same  time  eliminate  sources  of  insect  breeding. 
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Meat  Transport  and  Delivery. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Committee  were  perturbed  b}’' 
the  methods  used  in  the  deliver^'  of  meat  and  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  adopted  in  the  transport  vans  and  in  the  clothing 
supplied  to  personnel.  Trade  representatives  were  interviewed 
and  representations  were  made  to  the  distribution  organisation. 
A  considerable  improvement  in  the  tj^pe  and  condition  of  vehicles 
used  was  brought  about  and  there  was  an  improvement  in  the 
methods  of  handling  the  meat. 

Properties  in  Bad  Condition. 

Early  in  the  year  under  review  I  was  requested  to  submit 
a  comprehensive  report  on  the  properties  in  the  Borough  which 
were  in  bad  condition.  In  view  of  the  number  of  inspectors 
available  it  was  not  possible  to  complete  this  report  quickhq  but 
a  number  of  the  properties  known  to  be  in  ver}-  bad  condition  were 
reported  on.  In  considering  the  report  it  was  suggested  that  a 
policy  be  formulated  with  regard  to  demolition  of  houses  and 
re-housing  of  displaced  tenants.  Many  properties  have  not  had 
the  attention  which  they  could  have  had  owing  to  war  and  other 
restrictions,  and  are  now  in  poor  condition.  Where  possible 
these  conditions  are  improved  but  there  are  man}/  properties  in 
which  improvements  could  only  be  made  at  excessive  cost. 
During  the  year  the  Housing  Committee  agreed  on  the  represen¬ 
tations  of  the  Health  Committee  to  allocate,  if  necessar^q  io% 
of  new  houses  allotted  during  the  year  1950  to  re-house  tenants 
displaced  from  any  properties  which  were  considered  unfit  for 
habitation  and  which  were  subject  to  demolition. 

Walmley  Branch  Library  and  Clinic. 

During  the  year  a  branch  librar}^  and  clinic  was  opened 
in  Walmle}/.  The  building  was  designed  on  the  instructions 
of  the  Library  and  Health  and  Housing  Committees  before  the 
National  Health  Service  came  into  operation,  and  the  clinic 
portion  is  now  rented  to  the  Local  Health  Authorit}"  for  child 


welfare  and  other  clinic  purposes.  In  a  semi-rural  area  such  as 
Walmle}^  this  combination  of  branch  library  and  clinic  works 
extremely  well.  The  library  can  be  used  as  a  waiting  room,  the 
book  issue  department  can  be  used  for  the  issue  of  food  and 
vitamins  and  the  clinic  portion  built  specifically  for  the  purpose 
functions  well.  The  clinic  in  Walmley  has  fulfilled  a  very  useful 
purpose  and  is  well  attended. 

Stalls  in  the  Park. 

The  question  of  food  h^/giene  naturally  has  bearing 
•on  the  catering  provided  in  various  ways  in  the  park.  The 
position  in  1949  which  had  prevailed  for  many  years  was  that 
stallholders  set  up  in  various  areas,  namely,  Wyndley,  Boldmere, 
Blackroot,  Banners  Gate  and  at  Keepers  Pool,  and  a  mobile 
canteen  operated  in  the  Streetly  area.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
there  were  in  some  instances  no  main  water  supplies  available 
and  conditions  were  such  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  reach  a  high 
standard  of  food  hygiene  in  handling  and  storing  food,  the  Health 
Committee  limited  the  number  of  stallholders  in  the  park  and 
specified  their  areas  of  operation  so  that  suitable  hygienic 
standards  could  be  obtained.  In  addition  a  former  bakehouse 
in  the  Wyndley  area  was  converted  into  kitchens  and  allotted 
to  two  stallholders  who  had  been  operating  in  that  area  longest. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  water  supply  from  a  well 
at  Keepers  Pool  v/as  unsuitable  and  the  water  supply  inadequate 
at  Blackroot  Pool,  the  Park  and  Estates  Committee  were  asked 
to  review  the  position  and  decided  to  order  a  proper  main  supply 
to  be  installed  by  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company. 
As  yet  it  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  the  work  but  when 
completed  it  will  allow  the  catering  facilities  there  to  be  of  a  higher 
hygienic  standard. 

The  Corporation  now  provide  the  catering  facilities 
at  Powells  Pool  Pavilion  and  this  serves  the  requirements  of  that 
area. 

Health  Education  Centre 

(in  conjunction  with  W arwickshire  County  Council). 

In  October  a  Health  Education  Centre  v/as  opened  for  a 
week  in  the  Library  Lecture  Room  of  the  Central  Parade.  There 
the  various  sections  of  public  health  work  and  maternity  and  child 
welfare  work  were  illustrated. 

The  sanitary  section  covered  food  inspection,  bacterio¬ 
logical  investigation  of  milk  and  food  contamination,  atmospheric 
pollution,  timber  diseases,  rodent  and  insect  infestation,  and 
suitable  exhibits  were  shown.  A  large  model  of  the  new  refuse 
disposal  plant  was  also  on  view. 


A  large  castle  exhibit  was  on  show  which  by  means  of 
lighted  panels  answered  various  public  health  questions  by  press- 
button  control. 

In  addition,  on  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  side  the 
work  of  clinics,  baby  feeding,  clothing,  dental  and  other  closely 
related  work  was  fully  illustrated,  including  a  diagrammatically 
lighted  and  vocal  exhibit  explaining  fully  the  Rhesus  Factor. 

Two  model  rooms  were  set  up  in  which  the  work  of  the 
district  nurse  and  the  work  of  the  district  midwife  was 
demonstrated. 

A  further  sectional  room  was  given  over  to  a  clean  food 
hygiene  exhibit  in  which  various  food  protective  devices  and 
equipment  were  displayed,  and  bacteriological  exhibits  were  shown 
to  support  all  the  related  subjects. 

Film  shows  and  lectures  were  given  by  members  of  the 
staff  and  by  the  Central  Office  of  Information  throughout  the 
week  of  operation. 

Organised  parties  of  school  children  attended  the  Exhibi¬ 
tion  and  the  total  attendance  was  in  the  region  of  3,000. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  relative  attendance  at 
this  small  Exhibition  was  much  higher  than  that  to  the  large 
Exhibition  held  in  the  Town  Hall  in  1948. 

Infant  Mortality. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  again  remains  relative!}"  low  at 
21.4,  this  being  the  lowest  figure  yet  recorded  in  the  Borough, 
there  having  been  14  deaths  under  the  age  of  i  year.  This  rate 
is  again  much  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wffiles  (32)  and  the 
smaller  tov/ns  (30)  for  the  year  under  review.  The  number  of 
live  births  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  dropped  from  743 
to  654. 

Maternity  Morbidity  anid  Mortality. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  once  again  that  no 
maternal  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year  from  puerperal 
infection  or  other  m.aternal  causes.  This  is  the  fourth  year  in 
succession  that  no  such  deaths  have  been  recorded  and  this  is 
extremely  satisfactory.  No  cases  of  puerperal  infection  were 
notified  in  the  area. 

Maternity  Accommodation. 

Births  notified  during  1949. 

Of  the  654  births  occurring  in  the  Borough,  209  were 
dcmdciliary  confinements  and  the  percentage  of  institutional 
confinements  has  risen  to  68%  as  compared  with  60%  for  1948. 
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Infectious  Diseases. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  less  than 
1948,  a  total  of  97  cases  being  registered.  There  were  no  deaths, 
the  cases  being  of  a  mild  type.  7  cases  were  removed  to  hospital,, 
but  only  where  the  housing  conditions  were  entirely  unsuitable^ 
or  where  it  was  necessary  from  a  medical  point  of  view. 


Diphtheria . 

There  were  3  cases  notified  during  the  year,  2  of  them  being 
removed  to  hospital,  the  diagnosis  of  diphtheria  being  confirmed 
in  each  case.  There  were  no  deaths. 


Diphtheria  I mrminisatio n . 

During  1949,  517  children  completed  courses  of  immuni¬ 
sation,  479  in  the  age  group  0-4  years  and  38  in  the  age  group 
5-14  years. 

These  returns  show  that  there  is  a  decrease  of  67  immuni¬ 
sations  as  compared  with  1948. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  up  to  the  end  of  1949  87%  of 
the  child  population  0-14  years  of  age  had  been  immunised

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Measles. 


There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  cases  of  measles  notified 
during  the  year,  576  cases  as  against  562  cases  in  1948.  2  cases 

were  removed  to  hospital  and  I  regret  to  report  there  was  i 
death. 


Whooping  Cough. 

152  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during  the  year, 
a  decrease  of  41  cases  as  compared  with  1948.  One  case  was 
removed  to  hospital  and  no  deaths  were  recorded.  During  the 
year  394  children  were  immunised  as  against  408  in  1948.

Pneumonia. 

There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  cases  of  pneumonia 
notified  during  the  year,  there  being  36  as  compared  with  39  for 
1948  and  17  deaths  occurred.  Of  these  17  deaths,  7  occurred 
in  the  age  group  65  3'ears  and  over. 
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Poliomyelitis. 


Four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  one  of  which 
was  removed  to  hospital  (a  boy  aged  8  years)  who  unfortunately 
died. 


Dysentery. 

Three  cases  of  dysenter\"  were  notified  during  the  year  but 
none  were  removed  to  hospital. 


Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid. 

During  1949  no  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  notified  but 
there  were  3  cases  of  paratyphoid,  one  of  which  was  removed 
to  hospital.  No  source  of  infection  could  be  traced. 


Ophthalmia  N eonatorum . 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year  from  the  Birming¬ 
ham  and  Midland  Eye  Hospital. 

Details  of  other  notifiable  diseases  will  be  found  in  the 
statistical  table. 


Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
notified  was  30  as  against  20  in  1948,  and  7  cases  of  non-respiratory 
notified  as  against  5  in  1948,  making  a  total  of  37  cases  as  against 
25- 


During  the  year  10  deaths  occurred  from  respiratory 
tuberculosis  and  2  from  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  as  compared 
with  II  and  2  respectively  for  1948.

The  increase  of  cases  notified  is  not  sufficient  to  cause 
■concern  but  the  position  will  be  closely  observed. 

Until  the  housing  conditions  are  adequate  a  fall  in  the 
number  of  notifications  cannot  be  expected.
